Old Friends Are Found 
Among “New” Fabrics 
(| Among the “new” fabrics for fall 
some are new and some are not. Some \ 
are very old friends with entirely 
new names. 
There hre some also 
which are old friends, but so changed 
Is their appearance that for a mo­ 
ment we seem to have merely a bow­ 
ing acquaintance, until we examine 
them more closely. 
But whatever the 
ippearance of the material Weare sure 
to find on touching It that it is al­ 
ways softer and more pliable to the 
touch. 
We seldom hear anyone say any­ 
thing about blue serge now. 
Tt goes 
by a half-dozen different names, and, 
while it has lost none of its warmth, 
It seems much more closely woven. 
and is decidedly lighter in weight. 
O ther weaves, like wool reps and < 
wool crepes, have divided honors to 
some extent and trienfine has also ap- 
l»eared In the one-piece frocks that 
used to know only serge. 
W hat is said of serge Is equally 
true of the materials of suede-like 
surface. 
One seldom hears the word 
“duvetyn” any more, and in reality 
there Is very little of that fabric, as 
we knew it, seen anywhere. 
But some 
of the new fawn skin fabrics snow 
about a hair’s breadth of change from 
duvetyn; they are thinner, lighter and 
more supple, while losing none of their 
warmth. 
Certainly there are all kinds 
of fabrics for coat and frock In the 
pile kinds, but that pile is not so high 
and not so thick. 
It looks as lf it 
tnight have been dipped down and 
smoothed off. 
Even w here there are 
checks or cords in the material the 
blocks do not rise so high from the 
surface, except in some of the sports 
materials.

Ships That Are No More. 
In the official report to the secretary 
all o f the detail reports on the various 
ships are summarized to show the con­ 
dition of the sidps on the anniversary 
of tim ratification of the treaty. 
The battleships Indiana and South 
Dakota, at New York, and the battle- 
cruisers 
Constitution 
and 
United 
States, at Philadelphia, have been com­ 
pletely scrapped, all materials deliv­ 
ered to purchasers and the terms of 
the treaty complied with. 
The 
battleship 
Massachusetts 
at 
Newport News has been broken up 
and about six carloads of scrap ma­ 
terial and armor plate remain to he 
delivered to the purchaser. 
The battleship North Carolina, at 
j Norfolk, Va., is about HK) per cent 
scrapped, and the progress made Indi­ 
cates, according to the naval experts, 
that demolition will be accomplished 
by February IT.

A Costly Sacrifice. 
Pending settlement of the major ! 
claims against the government for j 
cancellation of contracts on tin* war- i 
ships under construction and actual J 
sa I eg of al! salvable material and est!* J 
mates on that not yet disposed of, it is 
not possible now to compile figures i 
as to tile costs and savings. 
Among 
naval officers, as among the general 
public, there Is almost unanimity of 
opinion that the limitation of arma­ 
ment conference, with its resultant 
treaty, was a step In tin* right direc­ 
tion and that its achievements will 
he 
of 
far Hatching 
Importance 
in 
promoting peace and averting war. 
Unlike the general public, however, 
navy men have a keen realization of 
the tremendous sacrifices made by the 


Unite* States and the cost to us in 
actual dollars, 
The total cost of the older ships 
sacrificed and the amounts already ex­ 
pended on the fillips under construc­ 
tion when work was stopped ,on them 
reached a grand aggregate consider­ 
ably In excess of $200,000,000. 
For 
instance, on the battleship Washing­ 
to n alone more than $15,000,000 had 
been spent, while the expenditures on 
the battleships South Dakota, North 
Carolina and Iowa and the battle 
cruiser Constellation ranged well in 
excess of $10,000,000 each. 
With talk rife of another conference 
to limit naval armament still further, 
these figures take on fresh interest 
and naval officers recall sidelights of 
tin* first conference in discussing them. 
While the conference was in session, 
and afterward, much was written of 
its achievements, but little informa­ 
tion was given the public of how Hie 
agreement was reached or of what it 
cost the taxpayers. 
It Is pointed out that, contrary to 
the general Impression, the proposal 
to restrict naval armament by start­ 
ing at the top and sacrificing the war­ 
craft under construction, thus eliminat­ 
ing the potential superiority of the 
United States, did not originate with 
The 
Secretary 
Hughes and the American delegates 
was diametrically opposed to It and 
was predicated on scrapping from the 
bottom up, retaining new ships, thus 
eliminating the need for replacement 
for many years and cutting down the 
cost 
of material 
upkeep naturally. 
The plan finally submitted, imposing 
great sacrifices on the United States, 
was worked out by naval officers prac­ 
tically under direct Instructions. 
Hard to Estimate. 
It is obviously impossible for the 
naval experts to figure out the costs 
and the saving and strike a balance 
since the additional expense of man­ 
ning and operating the newer ships is 
problematical, and other items cannot 
even be estimated. 
Yet figures are j 
available that give some Idea of what 
America sacrificed in taking the lend : 
In lessening the burden of naval arma­ 
ment. 
Sale of the ships* disposed of to prf- j 
vate contractors for scrapping, and of j 
material from ships scrapped by the 
navy will bring In a total of slightly 
less than $2,000,000, according to offi­ 
cial estimates. 
This is a net return 
after deducting from Hie proceeds of 
sale the $20,000,000 appropriated by 
congress to be spent on scrapping. 
It 
,1s felt in the service that rap t. K. W. 
Bonnaffon, officer In charge of the 
sale of the vessels, and his assistants 
deserve great credit for the results 
that have been achieved. 
While it is estimated that almost 
$300,000,000 was saved by discontinu­ 
ing work on th** ships under construc­ 
tion, there are numerous items to 
offset this apparent saving.

ment of all major claims and original 
payments to contractors reached a 
grand total of about $2,000,000.
